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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment raises new issues that require further consideration, for example, the rearrangement 
of what constitutes biologically active agent R1 3 requires further consideration of the claims after prosecution is closed in the case. The 
rearragement of the what constitutes R1 3 does not overcome the rejection that the claims failed to meet the written description requirement 
of 35 USC 112, 1 st . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the process claims do 
not need to recite the product made by the process is not persuasive because a product made by a process needs to be stated to inform 
the public about the product being made. One cannot make a product that one does not know and one has not been told that is made. In 
a recent interview with applicant and applicant's representative, it was suggested to applicant to identify the product made. But, a 
statement that a person of ordinary skill in the art would know the product formed does not overcome the rejection because that argument 
appears to send the artisan on a fishing expedition to determine all the products that may be formed from any ethylenically unsaturated 
monomer, of which YBX is at least one as per applicant during the interview, and then to determine the product applicant intends to form. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to 35 USC 112, 2nd is also not persuasive because the proposed amendment requiring further 
consideration has not been entered and even if the amendment were entered, the claims are still unclear. Applicant in the interview of 
7/27/2010 had indicated that the reaction is between any ethylenically unsaturated monomer and the ethylenically unsaturated monomer 
YBX and if that is what applicant's invention is, the examiner suggested that applicant specifically claim the invention. The amendment 
does not reflect the amendment that should have resulted from the interview. 
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
